The Lincoln Memorial 
Commission 
on Friday decided to recommend 
that 
Secretary Garrison award the contract 
for the erection of the superstructure 
of the Lincoln Memorial in 
Washing 
ton to a construction company of that 
city at $1,(337,800. The superstructure 
is to be constructed in the main from 
Yule marble from Colorado. New bids 
will be asked for the foundation. 
The foundations are to cost $230,- 
000 or less. The only company that bid 
anywhere near the required 
figure 
for foundation work was the Under­ 
pinning Company, of New Yor';, bvt 
its specifications were not those of the 
commission. 
For the statue of Lincoln $50,000 
has been set aside, but a sculptor has 
not yet been selected. 
It is estimated 
that the whole cost of the memorial 
will come within $10,000 of the $2,000,- 
000 authorized.

Ambassador Morgenthau Says Gover­ 


nor Sulker Requested Witness “to 


Be 
Easy W ith 
H im ’— Croker, Jr., 


Gave $2000. 


Albany, N. Y.f Sept. 27.—Sensational 
testimony against Governor Sulzer was 
given at his Impeachment trial. 
Duncan W. Peck, state superintend­ 
ent of public works, testified that tJie 
governor had asked him to d<-ny un­ 
der oath that he had made a $500 con­ 
tribution to Sulzer. 
Perk said he made 
contributions 
shortly atter the governor’s election, 
and that last July he had shown Mr. 
Sulzer in the executive chamber a 
copy of the letter from the Frawley 
committee asking him to testify. 
“I said to the governor." said Mr. 
iVck, "what shall I do about it?" He 
said ‘ lM» as I arn going t« do, deny 
it.” I said that "I shall be placed an­ 
dor oath.” He said, "Forgot it.” 
After this declaration there was a 
hurried conference of Governor Sui* 
/or s counsel. Harvey Ii. Hillman took 
up the oroHS-examination. 
Mr. Peck said there were several 
persons about when lie gave the $3on 
contribution to Sulzer. IM* said he had 
given the conversation 
which 
took 
place in the executive chamber “word 
for word.” 
"I could not be mistaken about a 
single word,” he said. There was no 
more questioning. 
At the outset of 
his examination 
Peck told of handing Sulzer the $5i><* 
at a Democratic reform meeting in 
Troy, N. Y. “I said to him there were 
no strings on it and that he ne*dn’t 
feel under 
obligations to reappoint 
me,” ho testified. 
The witness said that since then he 
had "a confidential conversation” with 
the governor. "Must I give it?" he ask­ 
ed. "Yes,” ruled the presiding judge. 
'The witness then said lo* had the con­ 
versation with the governor in July in 
the* executive chamber. 
Richard Croker, Jr., testified lie gave 
a chock for $200(1 to Governor Sulzer, 
made out to “(’ash." The check, en­ 
dorsed by F L Colwell, was Intro 
duced in evidence. 
Croker, who is a son of the former 
Tammany Hall leader, testified that 
lie gave th e governor the (heck on 
(let. IO, 1012. 
“Why did you make It payable to 
‘(’ash?” he was asked. 
"Mr. Sulzer 
mid be was about to leave for a trip 
through the state and would like it in 
•ash.” 
The check bore the endorsement of 
”F. I-. Colwell." It was not (ashed un­ 
til (let. 31. 
"Was it your understanding 
from 
the talk of people or from Sulzer him* 
-elf that 
Sulzer was impecunious?” 
ask* d Judge Herrick. "I felt that he de­ 
pended absolutely on the salary he re­ 
ceived from the public office he was 
holding at the time," was the reply. 
Mr, Croker said his father and Sul­ 
zer 
"ha*l 
been 
Intimate 
friends." 
‘When I talked will the governor on 
(let. It*." the witness continued, "I re­ 
marked that he probably was under 
heavy peru* rial expense, 
He said he 
wan. 
I then told him I would like to 
help him out to the extent of $2000. 
One tiling I remember distinctly in 
that I told him I wished he would con­ 
sider the giving of the money a per­ 
sonal and confidential matter.’ " 
"With your political ancestry behind 
you." asked Mr. Btanchfield, "you real­ 
ized that when a candidate entered 
ipoll a campaign It orcanioned ex­ 
pense, is that so?” "Yes,” was the re­ 
ply. 
“I wanted to relieve him of any per- 
tonal expenses incurred in connection 
with the campaign or whatever ex- 
imnse might come up," the witness 
dilutedcd. 
‘ Von did have in mind expellees in 
connection with the campaign, didnt 
you?" was queried. "Yes, and anything 
else.” 
William It. Houghton, paying teller 
of Hie Colonial Branch of the Kquit- 
ahie Xrust company, of N ew Y'ork, who 
followed Croker, testified that Colwell 
had presented the Croker cheek to him 
for payment on Oct. 31. Houghton said 
lie had known Colwell for years ann 
had been a member of his Sunday 
school class. 
Henry L. Morgenthau, ambassador 
to Turkey, testified that Sulzer asked 
him to be "easy with him” in ease he 
was called to the witness stand at the 
governors 
impeachment 
trial. 
Mr 
Mordant hail, who contributed $1000 t 
the governor’s campaign fund, added 
that tile governor had asked him to 
'leat the reatiorig between them as a 
‘personal affair.” 
Several other witnesses were called 
a liq testified to contributing to Sul­ 
kers campaign. 
persons who have followed the case 
closely thought they gained from q ti ra­ 
tions asked a witness by Loqis Mar­ 
shall, attorney for the defense, a line 
on how the respondent s 
attorneys 
plan to explain his converting contri 
billions to his personal use. 
Mr. Mar­ 
shal] brought out that the governor 
spoke of needing money for traveling 
expenses. This was believed to tie for 
the purpose of building up a defense 
that Mr. Sulzer was in dire financial 
strut's 
and that his friends gladly 
helped hint.

— The 
Alabama Great Southern train No. 7, 
nom Birmingham to New Orleans, was 
held up and the mail and express cars 
rob) <*d ut Bibbville Siding, three miles 
south of Woodstock, Ala. 
The robbers, both masked, were de­ 
scribed as “mere boys.”

Three puss* s started a man hunt 
or the bandits within a few hours af- 
t* r the robbery. Two of these met and 
•ach mistook the other for tho rob 
hers. James Bonner, a deputy sheriff, 
pf Birmingham, was shot and killed by 
i deputy from Montgomery county in 
ihe melee that followed before the mis- 
"ake was discovered. 
To stop the train and get aboard tho 
hold-up men set a danger signal. Dan*

Th** robbers then compelled one of 
‘he trainmen to detach the locomotive, 
express and mail cars, whereupon the 
bandits boarded the locomotive, an I 
with one roilier at the throttle drove 
the front part of the train

miles down the track, where the ex 
pr* ss safe was blown to bits with dy­ 
namite and the registered mail pouch­ 
's were rifled. 
The robbers then threw open the 
throttle of the engine, leaped to th**

several towns, until the steam in the 
cnain© was exhausted and the run­ 
away train came to a stop at Engle 
wood.
